The Librarian of the Winchester Public Library herewith 
_ presents her annual report to the voters of the town of Win- 
chester. 


During the past year 271 new books were added to the 
shelves by purchase or gift. The total circulation was 12,892; 
fiction 6,803, non-fiction 1,615, juvenile 2,723 and magazines 
a 7 iS IS , 


Because of the scarcity of fuel it was thought advisable to 
shorten the library hours for the winter. So on December first 
we started the new schedule of 2 to 6 on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days, and 2 to 7 on Saturdays. 


Reading has been greatly affected by the war. Libraries 
in wartime have had increasing demands for certain types of 
books. Those on technical subjects lead the demand, but a 
close second are those about the lands where our boys ‘are 
located. The younger boys are especially avid for books on 
aviation. Then there is the so-called ‘‘escape reading’’ which 
completely shuts our the war, and lastly there are the career 
books about nurses, doctor’s assistants, the WACS and the 
WAVES. 


- The library has tried to keep abreast of the times by select- 
ing a good variety of the above subjects and also we have added 
humor, detectives, westerns and a splendid line of books for 
children.

The suecess of the Health Program for the past year is 
due to the fine spirit of cooperation shown by the citizens of 
the town. 


The Weekly Baby Clinies held at the Community Center, 
Winchester, have been well attended through the year. 


A survey of the hghting conditions of the Thayer High 
School was made in January by Mr. Hopkins of the Public 
Service Company assisted by Miss Uehlein. Recommendations 
were made by the engineers of the Manchester Public Service 
Division and sent to the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Charles 
Walker. | 


A Home Nursing Course was started in November, 1942 
and completed in February, 1943. Eleven women of Winchester 
took this course in classes instructed once a week by Miss 
Uehlein. On June 8th, appropriate exercises were held at the 
District Nursing office and certificates were awarded by Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward Costello, Winchester representatives of the 
American Red Cross. 


The first six days of February were devoted chiefly to the 
schools for the purpose of testing the hearing of the children 
and the teacher. 448 children were tested with the State owned 
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audiometer which was donated by District No. 1, American 
Legion and Auxiliary to the State Board of Education. 14 
were found with defective hearing. Parents were notified to 
consult with their physicians as in many such eases hearing 
could be restored to normal. Mrs. Adelita Eaton, Mrs. Agnes 
Grupe and Miss Frances Sikosky, R. N. assisted. 


During the month of May a Dental Clinie was conducted at 
the office of the District Nurse. 111 school children and 12 
adults received treatment by Dr. Harvey Grimes, D. D. The 
office was open to the patients from 9 a. m. to 4 p. m. daily. 
During this period, Mrs. Evelyn Krause, Mrs. Edith Atkins and 
Miss Anna Atkins assisted the dentist. 


On May 21, Miss Henrietta Bonheyo, Territorial Supervisor 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Comapny met with the 
Executive Board of the Nursing Association to discuss policies 
of the association and later records and policies of the Insurance 
Company were discussed with Miss Uehlein. 


Miss Uehlein assisted Miss Sikosky, R. N., at the Hinsdale 
Town Hall with the annual Diphtheria Immunization clinic in 
July. 


A suecessful Diphtheria Immunization Clinic was held at 
the Community Center on July 13th. Sixty-seven children un- 
der six years of age received the toxin anti-toxin. The clinic 
was directed by Mrs. Lucille Marshall, R. N., Staff Nurse of 
the Maternal Infan¢y Division of the State Department of 
Health. Dr. Louvane Fox and Dr. Ludwig Mendelsen were 
assisted by Miss Frances Sikosky, R. N., of Hinsdale and Mrs.

Total enrollment in senior high is 1138, junior high 92, mak- 
ing a total for the building of 204. 

Changes in the high school faculty last Fall were: Miss 
Ansi Angelo, a graduate of Calvin Coolidge College, replaced 
Miss Josephine Connor in the English Department and Mrs. 
Minnie Sealey, a graduate of Randolph State Normal School, 
took over the work in Social Science and remedial work in the 
junior high school which was handled by Miss Fish during a 
part of last year. Because there were no applicants for the 
commercial department after the resignation of Miss Molly 


- Reed, Mrs. Agnes Grupe was drafted to fill the vacancy, a 


position she had formerly held in this school. The resignation 
of Miss Evelyn Brinton left us without a music instructor and,. 
to date, that position has not been filled. This was a serious 
loss, for Miss Brinton had done excellent work with the 
choruses and orchestra. Musie is not a eredit subject but it is 
one of the most valuable activities in a high school program. 
The commercial students have, during the past year given 
good service in various kinds of work for various organizations. 
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in town in arranging, tabulating and mimeographing. They 
are doing all the work in the organizing and printing the school 
paper. At present, they are completing and keeping up to 
date the list and addresses of the Winchester men and women 
in service. 


At the end of the third War Loan drive, the students owned 
more than $8,000 worth of bonds and stamps. When this report 
was written, they were purchasing $15 worth of stamps per 
day at the school for the Fourth War Loan drive. 


Before Christmas, the home economics department as- 
sisted the District Nursing Association by doing some sewing 
for needy children. Earlier in the Fall, some canning and pre- 
serving were done for a family where there was sickness. We 
are aiding in the drive for salvage materials by sending the 
used tin cans from our foods department to the Junior Red 
Cross of the Center School for their collection. At present, the 
girls in the junior high are making a dozen utility bags for the 
soldiers, under the auspices of the Junior Red Cross. 


We wish to thank the Ladies Society of the Federated 
Church for the use of their quilting frames which enabled us 
to finish a quilt that had been pieced from scraps of materials 
by the junior high school girls. 


The annual Future Farmers’ Fair was held on October 9. 
The fair was very successful even though we were handicapped 
considerably by the lack of transportation facilities. The horse 
pulling contest was the high light of the fair with $75 given as 
prizes. We fully appreciate the aid and interest rendered by 
Mr. Hiram Bolton, Mr. Fred Ingham, Mr. William Kelley, local 
farmers, industries, and other individuals. 


The Agriculture boys all had supervised farming programs 
which aided in reaching our food production goals for 1943. 
They also helped by assisting local farmers who needed help in 
planting and harvesting. Regular instruction in crop and 
livestock production and management, making use of field 
trips, local case studies, supervised study, and class discussion 
formed the basis of most of our class work. Farm Mechanics 
and shop work which should constitute about a fourth of our 
work is carried out under difficulties and with considerable 


a 
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restriction due to lack of essential equipment and housing space 
required for major farm repair and construction work. If we 
have such facilities, we believe the pupils then could get the 
full advantage of our course in Vocational Agriculture.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools and to the School Board 
of the Town of Winchester: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the school nursing 
work for the year 1948: 


There were 488 visits made to the schools during the year, 
with 273 individual inspections (386 students were excluded 
from school), and there were 138 cases of school follow-up work 
on children under 16 years of age. 


An effort was made to visit the elementary schools daily 
because it has been proven that it is much more easy to control 
illness that might occur among school children by checking the 
attendance daily. During the year we have had no real epidem- 
ic of any communicable disease although there were some 
cases of measles and chicken pox. The daily visits to the 
schools include classroom and individual inspection of students 
for skin diseases and health supervision, as well as conferences 
with individual teachers and students. 


The annual examination of school children was started 
soon after the opening of the schools in the Fall. The health 
work was divided between the two:local physicians, Dr. Lou- 
vane H. Fox examining and taking care of the elementary 
school children and Dr. Ludwig H. Mendelson examining and 
taking care of the high school students during the year. The 
outstanding defects this year have been teeth and diseased 
tonsils. Heart conditions have shown a decline which we ap- 
preciate. We are also pleased to report that we have found 
all children vaccinated. 


With the cooperation of Mr. F. A. Hopkins of the Public 
Service Company of New Hampshire, a survey was made last 
January of the Thayer High School for the purpose of better 
lighting facilities. The report was forwarded to the Public 
Service engineers, recommendations were made and approved 


by the School Board but due to war times, material cannot be 
secured to follow these recommendations. However, when such 
corrections are made, it will definitely aid the students who 
are now working under difficult lighting conditions. 


“With the approval of the Superintendent of Schools and 
the School Board, all children from the third grade through the 
senior class and the teachers received the audiometer test dur- 
ing the first six days of February, 1943. This was made pos- 
sible through the Health Department of the State Board of 
Education, The tests were given by Miss Uehlein, assisted by 
Miss Frances Sikoski, R. N., Mrs. Adaleta Eaton and Mrs. 
Agnes Grupe. Out of the 448 students that were tested, 55 
children received a re-test and, as a result, 14 children were 
found to have defective hearing. Parents were immediately 
notified and the children were taken to their respective phy- 
sician for further examinations. A few had their hearing re- 
stored after treatment but some could not have their hearing 
restored due to chronic conditions as a result of scarlet fever 
or mastoid operation. These hearing tests will be made an- 
nually in the future. 


During the month of May, dental corrections were made 
by Dr. Harvey Grimes and 111 school children received treat- 
ments. The next dental clinic is planned for May, 1944. 


‘School health conferences were attended during the year 
for the purpose of discussing health problems. These were held 
under the supervision of the Health Supervisor of the State 
Board of Education. 


At this time, I wish to thank the Superimtendent of 
Schools, the School Board, doctors, teachers and parents of the 
community for their cooperation and assistance in all phases of 
this important health program among our children.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Winchester: 
I have the honor to submit my sixth annual report. 


Teachers: During the summer, resignations were received 
from three teachers. Miss Molly Reed and Miss Josephine 
Connor of Thayer High School resigned to accept positions out 
of state. Miss Evelyn L. Brinton left to become Supervisor of 
Musie in Claremont. 


The School Board elected Miss Ansi N. Angelo and Mrs. 
Agnes Grupe to fill the vacancies at the Thayer High School, 
but no replacement was found for the music position because 
of a lack of qualified candidates. 


Mrs. Margaret O’Connor, a teacher of long and successful 
experience in the Winchester schools, resigned in November. 
The School Board elected Miss Josephine F. Finn, a graduate 
of the Perry Kindergarten School, to take over the work in the 
second grade. | 


Mrs. Minnie Sealey, a graduate of the Randolph State 
Normal School, was appointed to take charge of remedial work 
in the fundamental subjects in the junior high school. 


Beginning in September, the Rinehart Functional Hand- 
writing System was introduced into the schools of Winchester 
and Hinsdale with the purpose of improving the quality of 
handwriting of the school children. Supervision extends from 
the first grade through the eighth grade. Much interest has 
~ been shown by teachers and pupils and the results being ob- 
tained under the guidance of Mr. William Rinehart and Miss. 
Claire Andrews, supervisors, are very gratifying. 

Buildings and Grounds: Al] buildings were thoroughly © 
cleaned and the usual work of general repairs was done by the 
janitors during the vacations. Several rooms were painted 
during the summer in the Center and Thayer High Schools. 
Floors were varnished in all three buildings. 
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During the Fall, a fluorescent light was installed in the 
Agricultural room at the Thayer High School, New shades 
were purchased for two rooms in the Center School and the 
Main Room at Thayer High School as the old ones had become 
tattered and torm. It was found necessary to have one of the 
hot air furnaces repaired at the Ashuelot School in the late fall 
at an approximate expense of $100. The heating arrangement 
is not satisfactory in this building even with two hot air fur- 
naces and one room entirely closed. The District would prob- 
ably save money and labor by installing a steam heated system 
as Soom as war time conditions permit. 


All three of the Winchester school buildings are in first 
elass condition due to the excellent work of the janitors. 


Transportation: A large amount of time during the past 
year has been spent in surveying transportation routes, mak- 
ing maps and tabulating data in connection with school buses 
in order to conform to the rules and regulations set up by the 
Office of Defense Transportation. Four conferences have been 
attended by the Superintendent in Concord, Keene and Green- 
field, Massachusetts, in order to obtain detailed instructions 
concerning general orders. issued by this government agency. 
Every school bus in the nation is required to have a certificate 
of War Necessity fixing the maximum number of miles of 
operation and authorizing the necessary fuel, parts, tires and 
tubes: The most important problem was to eliminate unneces- 
sary mileage and bus stops as defined by the Office of Defense 
Transportation. 


A thorough reviewing of all the Winchester routes was 
made by Mr. Andrew Soellner of the Boston office in August. 
Approval was given to all the bus routes in operation con- 
tingent on making the necessary reduction in mileage and 
stops. Asa result of this conference, the number of bus stops 
was reduced to about 50 per cent and some children were re- 
quired to walk nearly a mile to meet the buses at the end of 
the route. | 

As school buses represent over 50 per cent of the nation’s 


passenger buses, it is necessary that each district should do its 
best to conserve them as replacements can be secured only in the 
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most urgent cases. Winchester, I believe, is doing its share in 
this phase of the conservation program. 


Absenteeism: Exactly twenty years ago, in one of his 
annual reports, Superintendent Samuel S. Brooks urged the 
more regular attendance of children at school, stressing the 
fact that children should not be sent to school when they are 
really ill or when they have to walk a long distance during 
inclement weather. He further stated that they should never 
be kept out or permitted to stay out for any other reason. He 
observed that they cannot do the work of their grade and be 
absent from school a good part of the time and that their 
chance of promotion was decidedly lessened by losing two or 
- three weeks of school during the year. 


The per cent of attendance of the Winchester schools for 
the year ending June, 1924, was 92.2 with 516 cases of tardi- 
nesses recorded. During that same vear 67 pupils failed to be 
promoted out of an enrollment of 381.. 


It is necessary now, as it was in 1924, to give the same warn- 
ing to the parents and urge them to endeavor to keep their 
children in school. The school year ending June, 1943, had 
only 338 school sessions, the shortest school year since June, 
1922. The per cent of attendance for last year, 1942-43, was 
92.1 with 639 cases of tardinesses. The records show that 35 
pupils out of a total of 4382 failed to be promoted. Grades 7 
and 8 had the poorest record of attendance. During 1941-42, 
the attendance and punctuality record was among the lowest 
in the state for these grades. 


This year, an earnest effort has been made to overcome 
this evil of absenteeism. In the first place, the problem has 
been attacked negatively. Written warnings have been sent 
out; the services of our school nurse and truant officer have 
been freely called upon for home visits, and parents have been 
summoned to court to answer charges of failure to send their 
children to school. It was found necessary, last year, to hold 
back 18 pupils in the seventh grade and 10 in the eighth grade 
because.of failure to meet the minimum standards of promotion 
to the next higher grades. This failure can be attributed in a 
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vreat number of cases to the factor of irregular attendance in 
these or previous grades. 


In the second place, positive measures have been taken by 
vuidance through home room teachers, individual conferences 
with pupils by the Headmaster, and by a sincere attempt to 
interest pupils in their school work in order to induce them to 
attend school more regularly. It is hoped a great improvement 
will be shown this year in the attendance record as well as in 
the rate of promotion of the pupils. 


Your attention is called to the excellent reports of Head- 
master Grupe and the school nurse, Miss Lena Uehlein. 

In conelusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teachers and pupils, to the School Board, and to the parents 
and patrons of our schools for their cooperation.
